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Deadly fiie shuts down key route to YosemHe National Raik 


MARIPOSA, Calif. (AP) — A 

wildfire that killed a Califor¬ 
nia firefighter grew quickly 
and forced the closure of 
a key route into Yosemite 
National Park as crews 
contended with swelter¬ 
ing conditions Sunday, au- 
tho titles said. The blaze that 
broke out Friday scorched 
more than 6 square miles 
(16square kilometers) ofdry 
brush along steep, remote 
hillsides on the park's west¬ 
ern edge. It was burning 
largely out of control, and 
officials shut off electricity 
to many areas, including 
Yosemite Valley, as a safe¬ 
ty precaution. Guests were 
ordered to leave Yosemite 
Cedar Lodge on Saturday 
as flames crept up slopes 
and the air became thick 
with smoke. 'You can't see 
anything, it's so smoky out¬ 
side. It's crazy," said front 
desk clerk Spencer Are- 
balo, one of a handful of 
employees who stayed be¬ 
hind at the popular hotel 
inside the park. He said it 
wassurrealto see the prop¬ 
erty empty at the height 
of tourist season. "We're 
counting on being closed 
at least one more day,"

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

hammering and drilling be¬ 
gan just months afterj a red 
Kushner'sfamily real estate 
firm bought a converted 
warehouse apartment 
building in the hip, Williams¬ 
burg section of Brooklyn. 
Tenants say it started early 
in the morning and went 
on until nightfall, so loud 
that it drowned out normal 
conversation, so violent 
it rattled pictures off the 
walls So much dust wafted 
through ducts and under 
doorways that it coated 
beds and clothes in clos¬ 
ets. Rats crawled through 
holes in the walls. Workers 
with passkeys barged in 
unannounced. Residents 
who begged for relief got 
a standard reply, 'We have 
permits." 

More than a dozen current 
and former residents of the 
building told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that they believe 
the KushnerCos' relentless 
construction, along with 
rent hikes of $500 a month 
or more, was part of a 
campaign to push tenants 
out of rent-stabilized apart¬ 
ments and bring high-pay¬ 
ing condo buyers in. 

If so, it was a remarkably 
successful campaign. An 
AP investigation found that 
over the past three years, 
more than 250 rent-stabi¬ 
lized apartments — 75 per¬ 
cent ofthe building — were 
either emptied or sold as 
the KushnerCos was con¬ 
verting the building to lux¬ 
ury condos Those sales so 
far have totaled more than 
$155 million, an average of 
$1.2 million perapartment. 
'They won, they succeed¬ 
ed,"says Barth Bazyluk, who 
left apartment C606 with 
his wife and baby daugh- 


terin December. 'You have 
to be ignorant or dumb to 
thinkthiswasnt deliberate." 
This up-close look at one 
ofthe KushnerCos' largest 
residential buildings in New 
York illustrates what critics 
describe asthe firm'ssharp- 
elbowed business practices 
while itwasrun by President 
Donald Trump's son-in-law 
and eventual White House 
adviser]ared Kushner. 

The Kushner Cos told the 
AP that it didnt harass any 
tenants to get them out. 
But the data suggest turn¬ 
over at the building known 
asthe Austin Nichols House 
was significantly higher 
than city averagesforcov- 
eted rent-stabilized build¬ 
ings, leaving behind a trail 
of anger, disrupted lives 
and a lawsuit to be filed 
Monday in which tenants 
say they were harassed 
and exposed to high levels 
of cancer-causing dust. 
'We've looked into hun¬ 
dreds of rent-stabilized 


buildings and this is one of 
the worst we've everseen," 
says Aaron Carr, head of 
tenant watchdog Hous¬ 
ing Rights Initiative, whose 
investigation led to the 
pending lawsuit. "The scale 
and speed of tenants leav¬ 
ing, the conditions to which 
they were exposed, pro¬ 
vides a window into the 
Kushner Cos.' predatory 
business model." 

In a statement, the Kush¬ 
ner Cos. acknowledged it 
received some complaints 
about construction during 
major renovations, which 
ended in December 2017, 
but said that it responded 
to them immediately and 
that 'tremendouscare was 
taken to prevent dust and 
inconvenience to tenants." 
It said many tenants moved 
out when their rent was in¬ 
creased to the maximum 
allowed under rent-stabili¬ 
zation rules. 

Those rules limit the amount 
that landlordscan hike rent 


each year to protect ten¬ 
ants from getting pushed 
out, though in this building 
the rents weren't cheap, 
with one-bedrooms go¬ 
ing for more than $3,000 a 
month. 

Also, the city's building 
department says it sent 
inspectors to the build¬ 
ing dozens of times since 
2015 and uncovered no 
evidence that construction 
rules were being violated, 
a finding that some resi¬ 
dents say doesn't square 
with their experiences. 

The land marked Austin 
Nichols House at 184 Kent 
Avenue, for decades a 
warehouse for groceries 
and Wild Turkey bourbon, 
was gutted by a previous 
owner in 2010 to create 
sleek apartments that took 
advantage of the build¬ 
ing's high ceilings and wa¬ 
terfront views. 

When jared Kushner and 
two partners bought it for 
$275 million in April 2015, 


they made it clear they 
wanted to convert the 
building's 338 apartments 

— all of them rent-stabilized 

— into condos. All but nine 
were occupied, and other 
than maxing out the rent, 
developers had few tools 
if they wanted to get ten¬ 
ants out. J ust months after 
the purchase, the Kushners 
began extensive renova¬ 
tions, ripping out applianc¬ 
es, floors and countertops 
that had been installed five 
years before. 

'There were consistently 
people in the hallway early, 
8 or so, banging on things, 
taking down walls. There 
was lots of dust. ...Theyhad 
fans, and they were blow¬ 
ing dust under the doors," 
says tech salesman Mar¬ 
cus Carvalho, who left the 
building in December af¬ 
ter six years, deciding the 
$1,000orso increase in rent 
to renew his lease wasn't 
worth it. "I didn't want to 
spend another minute in 
that construction zone." 

His 679-square-foot 

(63-square-meter), one- 
room apartment, B502, 
sold the next month for 
$800,000. 

A few weeks after Carval¬ 
ho left, the woman in C405 
couldn't take the noise 
anymore either. 

"It's like having a root canal 
without the physical pain. 
... It was drilling from every 
direction," says jane Cox- 
well, a chef who works late 
nights and writes at home 
during the day. "It was im¬ 
possible to take a call. You 
could never sit and read 
a book or get any work 
done." 

Then came the rats, includ¬ 
ing one she accosted with 
a tennis racket as it tee¬ 
tered on a curtain rod in 
herbathroom.

Spiking temperatunes and 
inaccessible tenain was 
making it difficult for crews 
to slow the flames, U.S. For¬ 
est Service fire Capt. Mike 
Seymour said. 

Heavy fire equipment op¬ 
erator Braden Varney, 36, 
died early Saturday on the 
fire line, the California De¬ 
partment of Forestry and 
Fire Protection said. Varney 
was driving a bulldozer to 
create a gap in vegetation 
to keep the flames from 
extending into a nearby 
community, according to 
Cal Fire Fire Chief Nancy 
Koerperich. 

Varney's body likely won't 
be retrieved until Monday 
at the earliest because it's 


in a "precarious location" 
and conditions were too 
dangerous over the week¬ 
end, Cal Fire Deputy Chief 
Scott McLean said. 

The wildfire is one of several 
burning across the state 
and among 56large blazes 
that are active in the U.S., 
most in the American West, 
a region that is struggling 
with drought and heat. 

A blaze nearthe Califomia- 
Oregon borderthat killed a 
72-year-old resident and in¬ 
jured three firefighters was 
almost entirely contained 
afterburning more than 60 
square miles(155 square ki¬ 
lometers) of dry brush. 
Crews got full control 
over a stubborn fire that 
scorched 142 square miles 


(368 square kilometers) of 
brush and destroyed 20 
structures in Yolo and Napa 
counties. Investigators said 
an electric livestock fence 
that was improperly in¬ 
stalled sparked the flames. 
In the fire near Yosemite, 
investigators were trying 
to find out more details 
about Varney's death Sat¬ 
urday, but they believe he 
was working his way out of 
the fire area when he was 
killed, Koerperich said. 

'This certainly is going to 
be devastating to his fam¬ 
ily and those of us who call 
him family here with Cal 
Fire,"she said. 

Varney had worked forCal 
Fire for 10 years. His father 
also worked as a Cal Fire

She also had to contend 
with a flood after workers 
hit a pipe in the unit above 
her and with the constant 
fear workers would burst 
into her apartment at any 
moment after two with 
passkeys tried to do just 
that, once while she was in 
her underwear. 

Coxwell says she sent doz¬ 
ens of emails to Kushner 
managers for more than 
a year asking for help, but 
got little relief. 

One particularly noisy day 
she finally broke down, 
walked up to a construc¬ 
tion manager and worker 
standing nearherdoorand 
found herself forcing the 
wordsout through tears. 

"I understand you have 
to work, but I don't know 
how to ask anymore," she 
pleaded. "Please, please, 
can you keep it down?" 

She says the men just 
laughed. 

Much of the work was 
done in 2016, and then the 
Kushners went on a selling 
spree. In 2017 alone, the 


company sold 99 apart¬ 
ments in the building, ac¬ 
cording to Jared Kushner's 
federal financial disclosure 
forms. 

Brokerage data show an 
additional 16 apartments 
sold by early March 2018. 
That same month Kush¬ 
ner Cos. had 151 vacant 
apartments in the building, 
according to a courtdocu- 
ment. 

The Kushner Cos. refused to 
confirm the numbers. 

At the height of the con¬ 
struction, tenants fought 
back with three dozen 
complaints to the city's 
311 hotline about work 
after hours, banging and 
pounding, falling debris 
and rodents. 

After people complained 
about dust, Kushner Cos 
put plastic sheeting around 
doorways, though many 
say it didn't help much. 
And after they complained 
about workers entering 
their apartments without 
permission, the company 
eventually posted guards 
in hallwaysQ

CHICAGO (AFO — A man 

killed by Chicago police 
had a gun in a holster at 
his hip and was shot mul¬ 
tiple times as he ran away, 
spun around and reached 
toward hiswaist, according 
to footage released Sun¬ 
day from an officer's body- 
worn camera. 

Police Superintendent Ed¬ 
die Johnson said it's the 
quickest he has ever or¬ 
dered such video released 
and that he hoped to dis¬ 
pel rumors that Harith Au¬ 
gustus, 37, was unarmed. 
He also hoped that making 
the 30-second clip public 
before a planned protest 
would preventanothervio- 
lentconfrontation between 
residents and officers. 
Protesters angry about the 
killing Saturday took to the 
streets in a city that's strug¬ 
gled with police shootings, 
especially against black 
men and other minorities. 
Some threw rocks and bot¬ 
tles at officers — including 
ones filled with urine — and 
police pulled people to the 
ground and hit them with 
batons. 


'The community needs 
some answers and they 
need them now," he told 
reportersSunday. "We can't 
have another night like last 
night." 

He said Augustus' family 
wasin favorof releasing the 
video forthe same reason. 
Four protesters were arrest¬ 
ed in the clash, and some 
police officers suffered mi¬ 
nor injuries. Two squad cars 
also were damaged. 

The video, which lacks 
sound, shows four officers 
approaching Augustusout- 
side a store on the city's 
South Side. An officerpoints 
to Augustus' waist and he 
backs away. Three officers 
try to grab his arms and he 
tries to get away, backing 
into a police cruiser as his 
shirt flies up and shows the 
gun. 

The footage pauses and 
zooms in on the weapon, 
which police spokesman 
AnthonyGuglielmisaid was 
done to ensure a semi-au¬ 
tomatic handgun in its hol¬ 
ster and two bullet maga¬ 
zines tucked into Augustus' 
waistcould be seen clearly. 
Augustus then runs away 
and into the street as a po¬ 


lice SUV drives up. He spins 
and darts between the SUV 
and the police cruiserashe 
reachestoward hiswaist. 
Augustus did not fire his 
weapon and the footage 
does not show him pulling 
the gun out of its holster, 
though he doesappearto 
try to grab something at his 
waist, Guglielmi said. Police 
also released a 50-second 
slow-motion clip showing 


Augustus reaching toward 
his waist. It's not clear if he 
wasgoing forthe weapon. 
Augustus died of multiple 
gunshots wounds, medical 
examiners said. He wasn't a 
known gang member and 
had no recent arrest his¬ 
tory, Guglielmi said. 
Johnson said Augustus 
had a valid firearm own¬ 
ers' identification card but 
detectives have found no 
documentation that he 
had a permit to carry a 
concealed weapon. 

A resident of the area, Glo¬ 
ria Rainge, told the Chi¬ 
cago Sun-Times that Au¬ 
gustus, known in the Grand 
Crossing neighborhood as 
'Snoop," worked at a bar¬ 
bershop and had a 5-year- 
old daughter. 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson 
called the shooting a trag¬ 
edy and said in a state¬ 
ment that it's a blessing Au¬ 
gustus didn't bring the girl 
with him Saturday, as he's 
known to do. 

Officers patrolling on foot 
tried to question the man 
over a "bulge around his 
waistband" that suggested 
he was armed, patrol chief 


Fred Waller has told report¬ 
ers. 

The Civilian Office of Police 
Accountability, which in¬ 
vestigates officer-involved 
shootings, said it was ana¬ 
lyzing the video and ask¬ 
ing anyone who may have 
captured cellphone foot¬ 
age to share it with the 
agency. 

It was at least the third time 
in the last two weeks that a 
Chicago police officershot 
someone. 

Chicago has a troubled 
history of police shootings 
The city erupted in protest 
in 2015 after the release of 
a video showing a white 
police officershoota black 
17-year-old, Laquan Mc¬ 
Donald, 16 times a year 
earlier. 

The officer, Jason Van 
Dyke, was charged with 
murder. McDonald's death 
led to the ouster of the po¬ 
lice chief and a series of 
reforms meant to prevent 
future police abusesand to 
hold officersaccountable. 
Jackson referenced the 
case ashe called forvideo 
into Augustus' shooting to 
be released.^

OID ORCHARD BEACH, 
Maine (AP) — The United 
Statesand Canada are en¬ 
gaged in a trade dispute, 
angering Canadians, but it 
doesn't seem to be having 
an impact on tourism. Not 
yet, anyway. 

in0id Orchard Beach, pop- 
uiar with Quebecers, inn¬ 
keepers report that Cana¬ 
dian tourism remains strong 
despite the harsh wordsiast 
month when Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau vowed that 
Canada "won't be pushed 
around" and President 
Dona id Trump caiied the 
prime minister "weak" and 
"dishonest." 

Severai weeks iater, Can¬ 
ada imposed biiiions of 
doiiars in retaiiatory tariffs 
in response to the Trump 
administration's duties on 
Canadian steei and aiumi- 
num. 

Mostepha Azizi, a vacation¬ 
er from Montreai, said he's 
confident the warof words 
wiii end and that "reason 
wiii prevaii" between the 
neighbors. 

"For me, it's just a question 
of time," he said. 'This thing 
wiii settie down. Trudeau 
and Trump have to find a 
soiution to the probiem." 
Canada accounts for the 
iargest number of intema- 
tionai visitorsto the U.S., with 
more than 20 miiiion visitors 
pumping nearly $20 billion 
into the U.S. economy, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce. 

The number of Canadians 
heading south has grown 
this year, and the flap be¬ 
tween Trump and Trudeau 
after last month's G7 sum¬ 
mit in Quebec didn't 
change that. 

Border crossing data indi¬ 
cates the number of Ca¬ 
nadian motorists returning 
from the U.S. in J une grew 
12.7 percent from last year, 
a healthy increase, ac¬ 
cording to a license plate¬ 
scanning system used by 
the Canadian government. 
A so-called 'Trump Slump" 
never materialized after 
Trump'selection, and travel 
to the U.S. is growing de¬ 
spite anecdotal evidence 
that some Canadians are 
choosing to travel else¬ 
where, said Allison Wallace, 


of Flight Centre Canada, a 
travel agency with 150 lo¬ 
cations across Cana da. 

"All of that being said, we've 
not seen a trade war like 
this, so that may change," 
she said, "butasof now,the 
U.S. remainsa very popular 
destination." 

Florida accounts for the 
largest number of visitors 
from the north, typically 
snowbirdsin the winter. New 
England is also a popular 
destination, and beaches 
like Qld Qrchand Beach 
and Hampton Beach, New 
Hampshire, are an easy 
drive from Canada's Atlan¬ 
tic provinces. 

In Qld Qrchard, Canadian 
flags are flown and many 
desk workers speak French. 
Fries are served up Cana- 
dian-style, topped with 
vinegar, or with gravy and 
cheese. 

For now, the value of the 
Canadian dollar is having 
a bigger impact than the 
flap between the leaders. 
The loonie is currently worth 
only 76 cents in the U.S. 
Claire Beaulieu, an owner 
of the Motel Kebek 2, said 
Canadians will keep com¬ 
ing because of the 7-mile 
stretch of sandy beach 
with plenty of rooms, food 
and a beachside amuse¬ 
ment park. Canadians ac¬ 
count for95 percent of her 
bookings, she said. 
Fortourism, visitorsare more 
interested in amenitiesthan 
politics, even though many 
are baffled by the U.S. pres¬ 
ident's actions, she said. 
Fred Kennedy, owner of 
Aoulette Beach Resort, 
said hisbookingsare strong 
despite the relatively weak 
Canadian dollar, and he 
predicts relations between 
the countries will improve. 

"I think it's going to blow 
over," he said. "By this time 
next year, things will be 
patched up." 

Down the beach, at Ke¬ 
bek 3, owner Suzanne 
Beaulieu said her bookings 
were strong, too, but she 
acknowledged that could 
change next year if U.S.- 
Canadian relations remain 
frosty. 

At least one customer ad¬ 
vised her she'll rethink her 
pla ns next summer. 

'She said, 'As long as Trump 
is in office, I don't think I'll be 


back,"'she said. 

Vacationer Stella Bigras, 
of Laval, Quebec, said the 
trade flap and warof words 
are between two leaders. 
Regular folks, she said, still 


get a long just fine. 

"We are friends. We are 
neighbors,"she said. 

"I hope we're going to stay 
friends, and Trump and 
Trudeau will calm down.Q

US judge criticizes plan to leunHy families splkat bolder

SAN DIEGO (An — A fed¬ 
eral judge, responding to 
a plan to reunify children 
separated at the border, 
said he washaving second 


thoughts about his belief 
that the Trump administra¬ 
tion was acting in good 
faith to comply with his or¬ 
ders 

The Justice Department 
on Friday filed a plan to 


reunify more than 2,500 
children age 5 and older 
by a court-imposed dead¬ 
line of J uly 26 using 'trun¬ 
cated" proceduresto verify 
parentage and perform 
background checks, which 


exclude DNA testing and 
otherstepsittookto reunify 
children underS. 

The administration said 
the abbreviated vetting 
puts children at significant 
safety risk but is needed to 
meetthe deadline. 

Chris Meekins, deputy as¬ 
sistant Health and Human 
Services secretary for pre¬ 
paredness and response, 
filed a declaration that he 
is fully committed to meet¬ 
ing the deadline. However, 
he does not believe 'the 
placing of children into 
such situations is consistent 
with the mission of HHS or 
my core values." 

U.S. District Judge Dana 
Sabraw took umbrage at 
Meekins' statement, disput¬ 
ing the official's interpreta¬ 
tion of his orders and say¬ 
ing that safe reunification 
could and will occur by 
J uly 26. 

"Itisclearfrom Mr. Meekins's 
declaration that HHS either 
does not understand the 
court's orders or is acting 
in defiance of them," the 
Judge wrote late Friday. "At 
a minimum, it appears he is 
attempting to provide cov¬ 
er to defendants for their 
own conduct in the prac¬ 
tice of family separation, 
and the lack of foresight 
and infrastructure neces¬ 
sary to remedy the harms 
caused by that practice." 
Sabraw, an appointee of 
President George W. Bush, 
said Meekins' statement 
calls into question his com¬ 
ments in court hours earlier 
that the administration was 
acting in good faith. 
Sabraw said in court Fri¬ 
day that the administration 
had largely complied with 
orders but, at the same 


time, he indicated he will 
be monitoring its actions 
ahead ofthe deadline. 

The Judge said the admin¬ 
istration must provide a list 
of names of parents in im¬ 
migration custody and their 
children by Monday and 
complete background 
checks for them by Thurs¬ 
day. He scheduled four 
hearings over the next two 
weeks for updates, includ¬ 
ing one on Monday. 

'The task is laborious, but 
can be accomplished in 
the time and manner pre¬ 
scribed," he wrote in his or¬ 
der. 

Evelyn Stauffer, a spokes¬ 
woman for Health and 
Human Services, said the 
administration proposed 
its plan "in the interests of 
transparency and coop¬ 
eration" after concluding 
that the abbreviated vet¬ 
ting was necessary to make 
the deadline. 

"Within the time the court 
allows, we will strive to 
implement the most com¬ 
prehensive procedures 
possible to ensure child 
welfare,"she said. 'We look 
forward to continuing our 
close work with the court to 
accomplish the goals we 
share of safe, expeditious 
reunification. '□

Eghth animal dies after jaguarescapes Audubon Zoo habitat

animals have now died

NOLA.com reports an 
alpaca and fox died 
Sunday, the day after the 
male jaguar killed four 
alpacas, one emu and one 
fox Saturday morning. The 
jaguar was captured and 
returned to its night house 
after being sedated by a 
vet team.

the zoo was reopened

The zoo acquired the 
alpacas in March from 
farms in Alabama and 
Mississippi. The alpaca that 
died overnight Sunday was 
the zoo's last living alpaca. 
One injured fox continues 
to be monitored. 

It's not immediately clear 
how the animal escaped. 
Zdo officials say inspections 
found that the roof was 
"compromised," but initial 
findings concluded that 
keeper error was not a

New Mexico passenger bus

A crash involving a com¬ 
mercial passenger bus and 
three other vehicles on a 
New Mexico highway early 
Sunday killed three people 
and injured 24others, some 
c ritic a lly, a utho rities sa id. 
One of the people killed 
was in a car that struck a 
pickup truck from behind 
around 2 a.m. Sunday on 
Interstate 25 just north of 
Bernalillo, about 18miles(29 
kilometers) north of Albu¬ 
querque, Sandoval County 
Sheriff's Office spokesman 
l-t. Keith Eldersaid. 

The busdrivertook evasive 
action to avoid hitting the 
disabled car and its driver, 
who was ejected. But the 
bus driver lost control and 
the bus rolled onto its right 
side. Itwasthen sideswiped 
by a semitruck, according 
to Elder. 

Rio Rancho Fire Rescue 
said emergency crews had 
to extricate several people 
who were trapped in the 
bus using a tool that pries 
open partsof a vehicle. 
Photos show a mangled 
car that's almost entirely 
flattened and the bus on its 


side. At least two of the in¬ 
jured were airlifted from the 
scene by medical helicop¬ 
ters. It wasn't immediately 
known whether the other 
two petsonswho died were 
bus passengers or were in 
one of the other vehicles 
involved. 

Elder said the names of 
the three dead were be¬ 
ing withheld until relatives 
could be notified. 

Sheriff's officials said 35 
people were on the bus 
operated by El Paso-Ljos 
Angeles Limousine Express 
Its vehicles service cities in 
the Southwest and Mexico. 
Bus company president 
Jerry Rosenbaum said the 
bus had started from Den¬ 
ver and wasen route to El 
Paso, Texas. According to 
Rosenbaum, two drivers 
were on the bus and they 
were among those hospi¬ 
talized.

LONDON (AP) — In the 

midst of a messy political 
crisis at home over Britain's 
impending exit from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Theresa May revealed 
Sunday that Donald Trump 
gave her this piece of ad¬ 
vice: Sue the EU, don't ne¬ 
gotiate. 

A bemused Maytumed him 
down. But the exchange 
was the latest example of 
the awkward dance be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Britain, 
with the two leaders at¬ 
tempting to put on a public 
show of friendliness despite 
clearstnainsovertrade, the 
EUand theirapproachesto 
diplomacy. 

Trump told reporters on Fri- 
daythathe had given May 
advice about how to deal 
with the EU that she found 
too "brutal." Asked in a BBC 
interview Sunday what that 
was. May responded with 
an amused expression: "He 
told me I should sue the EU. 
Not go into negotiation, 
sue them." 

With a laugh, she added: 
"Actually, no. We're go¬ 
ing into negotiations with 
them." 

In the past few days, 
Trump's first official visit to 
Britain has been steered 
wildly off course by a se¬ 
ries of humiliating remarks 
he has made about May's 
leadership — especially her 
handling of the tense Brexit 
negotiations 

In an explosive interview 
with The Sun newspaper 
published Thursday — just 
as May was hosting Trump 
at a lavish black-tie din¬ 
ner — Trump said the Brit¬ 
ish leader's approach likely 
"killed" chances of a free- 
trade deal with the United 


States. He said he had told 
May how to conduct Brexit 
negotiations, "butshe didn't 
listen to me." 

He also praised May's ri¬ 
val, Boris] ohnson, who quit 
last week as foreign secre¬ 
tary to protest May's Brexit 
plans Trump claimed John¬ 
son would make a "great 
prime minister." 

The comments shocked 
many in Britain — even 
May's opponents — and 
couldn't have come at a 
worse time for the British 
prime minister, who is fac¬ 
ing a crisis over Brexit from 
within her own ranks Her 


Conservative government 
isdeeply split between sup¬ 
porters of a clean break 
with the EU and those who 
wantto keep close ties with 
the bloc, Britain's biggest 
trading partner. 

The U.S. president later 
apologized and sought to 
soften the blow, telling re¬ 
porters at a joint news con¬ 
ference Friday that May is 
an "incredible woman"who 
is "doing a fantastic job" as 
prime minister. 

Asked to rate U.S.-U.K. re¬ 
lations, Trump called them 
the "highest level of spe¬ 
cial."He added itwasup to 


May how to handle Brexit, 
as long as the U.S. "can 
trade and we don't have 
any restrictions" on com¬ 
merce with the United King¬ 
dom. 

On Sunday, May seemed 
to point to Trump's inconsis¬ 
tent advice when she said 
that as well astelling herto 
"sue" the EU, he also sug¬ 
gested not walking away 
from the negotiations 
May didn't elaborate, 
and it wasn't clear what 
grounds Britain would have 
to sue the EU, how it would 
work orto what purpose. 
But Trump has made clear 


his animosity toward the 
EU, aggressively criticizing 
his European NATO allies 
for taking advantage of 
the U.S. on trade and de¬ 
fense spending. In a CBS in¬ 
terview Saturday, he called 
the EU a trade 'foe." 

May's government has just 
published its long-awaited 
Brexit plans, which pro¬ 
pose to keep Britain and 
the EU in a free market for 
goods, with a more distant 
relationship for services 
That has infuriated fervent 
Brexit supporters, who see it 
as a bad deal. Along with 
J ohnson, the man who had 
been leading the Brexit 
negotiations, David Davis, 
also quit in protest. 

Ahead of a key week of 
Parliament votes on trade 
and customs policy. May 
warned party rebels on 
Sunday they should fall into 
line, saying wrecking her 
Brexit blueprint could result 
in disaster. 

"We need to keep oureyes 
on the prize. If we don't, we 
risk ending up with no Brexit 
at all," she wrote in an ar¬ 
ticle in the Mail on Sunday 
newspaper. 

She acknowledged that 
some lawmakers had 
doubts about her plans to 
stick to a "common rule 
book" with the bloc for 
goods and agricultural 
products in return for free 
trade, without tariffs or bor¬ 
der customs checks, but 
insisted she couldn't see a 
viable alternative. 

Her appeal did n't convince 
prominent Conservative 
lawmaker jacob Rees- 
Mogg, who accused May 
of only half-heartedly sup¬ 
porting Brexit.

President Isaias Afwerki, 
clasping his hands over 
his heart, addressed the 
crowd in Ethiopia's official 
language, Amharic, on his 
first visit to the country in 22 
years. 

"Hate, discrimination and 
conspiracy is now over," 
the 72-year-old Isaias said 
to cheers and people 
chanting his name. 'Ourfo¬ 
cus from now on should be 
on developing and grow¬ 
ing together. We are ready

to move forward with you 
as one.

The Eritrean leader repeat¬ 
edly praised the "able 
leadership" of Ethiopia's 
reformist new Prime Minis¬ 
ter Abiy Ahmed, who in his 
own speech thanked Isaias 
for his "courageous ges¬ 
ture" in accepting the offer 
of peace. 

The concert highlighted the 
end of hostilities between 
the arch-foes in East Africa, 
who fought a bloody bor¬ 
der war from 1998 to 2000 
that killed tens of thousands 
and left families separated. 
The antagonism ended 
last month when Abiy an¬ 
nounced that Ethiopia was 
fully accepting a peace 
deal originally signed in 
2000 and Eritrea swiftly re¬ 
sponded. 

'The reconciliation we ate 
forging now is an example 
to people across Africa 
and beyond," the 42-year- 
old Abiy said. 

J ubilant Ethiopia ns, some of 
whom have compared the 
dramatic developments to 
the fall of the Berlin Wall, 
found themselves putting 
aside the World Cup final 
to watch live coverage of 
the concert.

Isaias arrived in Ethiopia 
on Saturday, reciprocat¬ 
ing the Ethiopian leader's 
trip to Eritrea last weekend 
that led to the restoration 
of diplomatic, telephone 
and transport ties. He was 
greeted by Abiy in a red- 
carpetwelcome, with peo¬ 
ple dancing at the airport 
and thousands of residents 
of the capital, Addis Aba¬ 
ba, lining the streets to see 
Isaias' motorcade. 

Some chanted songs criti¬ 
cizing the Tigray Peoples 
Liberation Front, which was 
Ethiopian ruling coalition's 
strongest political party 
and hostile to Eritrea un¬ 
til Abiy came to power at 
the beginning of April and 
introduced a breathtaking 
series of political and eco¬ 
nomic reforms. 

"Nothing can stop the on¬ 
going reforms in Ethiopia," 
Abiy told the crowd Sun¬ 
day. "But we need to pro¬ 
tect the democratic rights 
we are regaining now." 

The embrace ofthe peace 
deal, which hands key dis¬ 
puted border areas to Er¬ 
itrea, was the boldest of 
the changes as Ethiopia 
moves away from years of 
anti-government protests 


thatdemanded widerfree- 
doms in Africa's second 
most populouscountry with 
more than 100 million peo¬ 
ple. 

Now attention shifts to Er¬ 
itrea, one of the world's 
most reclusive nations, 
which has been ruled by 
Isaias since it gained inde¬ 
pendence from Ethiopia in 
1993. The state of war with 
Ethiopia kept the country 
of 5 million in a constant 
state of military readiness 
with a system of compul¬ 
sory conscription that sent 
thousands of people flee¬ 
ing the country toward Eu¬ 
rope and elsewhere. 

Eritrea also has faced years 
of U.N. sanctions over al¬ 
leged support to extremists, 
which the government has 
denied, and Abiy already 
has called for them to be 
lifted. 

The sight of the Eritrean 
leader speaking Amharic 
to reach out to Ethiopians 
surprised even his longtime 
acquaintances "I have 
known himformorethan40 
yrs. Never heard him speak 
Amharic," the Eritrean am¬ 
bassador to Kenya and 
Tanzania, Beyene Russom, 
said on Twitter, describing 
the crowd's shouts of joy. 
The United States and oth¬ 
ers have praised the end of 
the state of war between 
the countriesasa welcome 
development for the stra¬ 
tegic Horn of Africa region 
and beyond.

He said a journal¬ 
ist from The Washington 
Post and a journalist from 
the BBC exited the church 
safely earlier Saturday, 
along with some wounded 
students who needed ur¬ 
gent hospital care.

'We have said not one 
more death, and this keeps 
happening," Brenes said. 
'These two deaths hurt." 
Tensions in Nicaragua 
erupted this spring afterthe 
government announced 
cuts to social security.

SUMMARY OF RNDINGS 

The results of the study con¬ 
ducted in orderto compile 
the report show that the 
timeshare visitor to Aruba 
is overall very satisfied with 
the product of the time- 
share and with Aruba as 
a destination. In general, 
the respondentswere older 
Americans that were split 
between male and fe¬ 
male. The large majority of 
respondents were consid¬ 
ered Baby Boomers (more 
than 90%), and approxi¬ 
mately 70% of them earn 
more than $90,000. 

The majority of timeshare 
respondents owned their 
timeshare (77.8%) and the 
majority of people pur¬ 
chased their timeshare be¬ 
fore 2003 (46.1%) and had 
visited the island of Aruba 
more than 10 times(68.1%). 
These respondents typically 
had one week of timeshare 
(46.5%), and the major¬ 
ity paid less than $15,000 
for that week. The mainte¬ 
nance fees for one week 
of timeshare ownership av¬ 
eraged $1,000 and there 
were additionalfeesforthe 
majority of timeshare re¬ 
spondents that averaged 
$753 overtwo years. 

Most people did not trade 
or exchange their time- 
share from Aruba and the 
primary reasons that they 
bought in Aruba were that 
they believed Aruba was 
a quality destination, the 
overall resort experience 


was outstanding, and the 
resort environment and 
atmosphere were great. 
The commitment that the 
respondents had for their 
timeshare resort was very 
notable. The large ma¬ 
jority of the timeshare re¬ 
spondents were extremely 
(56.2%) and very satisfied 
(33.4%) with their most re¬ 
cent timeshare purchase. 
An interesting finding was 
that in terms of the impor¬ 
tance of sales and market¬ 
ing factors in the final deci¬ 
sion to purchase timeshare 
in Aruba, the highest rated 
items were previous hotel 
visits on Aruba and direct 
contact with the resort rep¬ 
resentatives, but the low¬ 
est rated items were travel 
agents, television ads, and 
previous cruise visits to Aru¬ 
ba. One suggestion could 
be to target cruise pas¬ 
sengers with a tour/activity 
package when they leave 
the cruise ship to show 
them the value of the time- 
share resort on the beauti¬ 
ful island of Aruba. Since 
cruise passengers get such 
little time in Aruba, creat¬ 
ing a unique adventure 
for them could encourage 
them to purchase or trade 
to Aruba. 

With regard to satisfaction 
with their most recent pur¬ 
chase of timeshare, more 
than 75% of respondents 
are extremely or very sat¬ 
isfied. Less than 1% of the 
respondents were very or 
extremely dissatisfied with 
their timeshare purchase. 
Spending and economic 
impact are two positive 
factors related to the time- 
share industry as revealed 
in the current study. The 
overall timeshare group 
spending (average of 3.25 
people) for the entire trip 
on average was $3,723.56 
without any maintenance 
or other timeshare fees in¬ 
cluded, it is $4,723.56 per 
group with maintenance 
fees in the total spend.

to Aruba and the possible 
boredom or monotony that 
they may have with the 
options provided to them 
once they have reached a 
certain age. 

Higher income respon¬ 
dents have more positive 
feelings about Aruba and 
the timeshare experience, 
but this may be because 
they are able to afford new 
and exciting experiences 
For example, new restau¬ 
rants, more gambling and 
shopping. 

Regarding spending data, 
males spend more money 
than females in all catego¬ 
ries except for gambling 
where there are no signifi¬ 
cant differences.

It was however noted that 
the timeshare industry prod¬ 
uct needs to be updated 
to adequately deal with 
the current younger global 
timeshare owner.

Hotel Hustle

Ihe expression, "You only get one chance to make 
a first impression.” is one that’s very significant in the 
hotel business and especially timeshare resorts. The 
first impression the guest has could be the difference 
between a repeat guest who eventually becomes 
an owner and someone who never wants to come 
back. Obviously all staff is important in the overall 
guest experience, but while housekeeping is the 
backbone of the resort, the front desk staff are the 
face. It is their job to greet the guests when they first 
arrive and provide them a warm welcome and any 
necessary Information this first time guest may need. 

The job of front office agents is not on easy one, no 
matter what type of hotel you work in, while those 
of us in the back office can fake off the mask of our 



hospitality face and spend the day glowering at our 

computers, the same luxury is not afforded to the front desk agents. It isn’t a job for everyone as it requires a great deal of patience, creativity, 
problem solving, a sense of urgency and most importantly empathy. 


Front desk agents are required to have a certain level of calm and grounding about them in order to reassure a guest that no matter what chaos 
is going on around them they are not to be shaken, it is just another day at the office. People working the front desk are often subject to a lot of 
client frustration when things aren’t going right and the way the agent responds to the guest can be the deciding factor for that guest on if they 
will return to the resort or take their business elsewhere. 


Various examples of these types of employees can be drawn on here, from the most extreme cases such as those who remained at their post dur¬ 
ing natural disasters such as last year’s hurricane season which hit various tourism driven Islands or nuclear bomb threats such as what happened in 
Hawaii. But there are also less extreme examples where a front desk agent may just have followed up with a guest about a concern they had and 
that makes all the difference for the customer and their experience. 

The need for a hotel to put their best face forward makes filling front desk vacancies so difficult, as it requires finding people who exemplify the traits 
mentioned above. Dynamic people, who will love their job even at the end of a tough day and continue to strive for growth and improvement. 
Usually those who have worked in other customer service positions think they may be a good fit as the goals of creating repeat customers is the 
same, but they often forget that the requirements of a guest you see every day for a week and the variables involved in their experience are vastly 
different than making them a cup of coffee just the way they like it. The job requires a realization that being a front desk agent means you are the 
face of a larger team both in front and behind the scenes all working cohesively to elevate the customer experience.Q

In the locker 
room with French President 
Emmanuel Macron striking 
poses with players, then a 
champagne-spraying, wa¬ 
ter-splashing interruption 
of the coach Didier Des- 
champs' news conference. 
"Sorry! They're young and 
they're happy," said Des- 
champs, like a proud fa¬ 
ther. 

Deschampshad good rea¬ 
son to indulge them.

Antoine Griezmann said.

Gold confetti stuck to the 
soaked Les Bleus as they 
paraded the trophyaround 
the Lxizhniki Stadium, a final 
act of an enthralling tour¬ 
nament in which Croatia 
reached its first final while 
powers Brazil, Germany 
and Argentina went home 
early. 

About 12 minutes after a 
protester gave Mbappe 
a double high-five on the 
field, Mbappe sent a right¬ 
footed shot from 25 yards 
(meters) past goalkeeper 
Danijel Subasic . The goal 
put France up 4-1, closing 
the door on Croatia who 
had been the better team 
until Mbappe tookcontrol. 
The onlyotherteento score 
in a World Cup final was 
Pele, who wasl7 when Bra¬ 
zil beat Sweden 5-2 in 1958. 
Mbappe, who plays for 
Paris Saint-Germain in the 
French league, was bom 
months after Fra nee won its 
only other World Cup title in 
1998. 

"I have a whole story to 
write," Mbappe said. 'Thisis 
just the beginning." 

Paul Pogba and Griez¬ 
mann, France's two other 
key creative players, also 


scored. Pogba played 
a disciplined role in Rus¬ 
sia, but his natural joy was 
evident celebrating his 
18-yard (meter) shot, and 
leading the champagne 
shower for Desc ha mps. 

But it was Mbappe who put 
the match outof reach with 
a furious passage of play in 
the second half. In the 59th, 
a run from Mbappe started 
a play that ended up with 
Pogba on the edge of the 
penalty area. With his sec¬ 
ond attempt, the midfield¬ 
er curled his shot beyond 
Subasic. 

Griezmann scored from 
the pena Ity spot in the 38th 
minute fully four minutes 
after his comer kick was 
knocked out of play by 
Ivan Perisic's arm. The ref¬ 
eree ruled it handball only 
after a video review, just 
as the first thunders claps 
boomed around the sta¬ 
dium. 

"In a World Cup final, you 
do not give such a pen¬ 
alty," Croatia coach Zlatko 
Da lie said. 

France took the lead in the 
18th when Croatia's tallest 
outfield player, 1.90-meter 
(6-foot-3) forward Mario 
Mandzukic, rose to meet 
Griezmann's free kick with 
the top of his head. He de¬ 
flected it past hisown goal¬ 
keeper. 

Perisic and Mandzukic both 
scored for Croatia, first to 
equalize in the 28th minute 
and later as a consolation 
goal in the 69th, embarrass¬ 
ing Uoris with a flicked shot 
as the France goalkeeper 
tried to dribble the ball out 
of his goalmouth. 

But the three-goal lead was 
too much forthe red-and- 
white-checkered squad 
that made a habit of com¬ 
ing back at the World 
Cup — and played three 
straight 120-minute games 
before the final. 

'We were dominant, we 
had control," Dalic said 
through a translator. 'What 
we've had in terms of luck 
over the tournament, we 
lacked thattoday."

LONDON (AFO — Novak 
Djokovic acknowledged 
that he was worried. His 
coach was, too. 

Could Djokovic ever re¬ 
turn to the top of tennis? 
To the heights he'd al¬ 
ready reached? Could he 
put aside the time lost to 
a painful right elbow that 
required surgery and the 
disappointment of poor- 
for-him results? Could he 
end a Grand Slam drought 
that lasted more than two 
years? 

All of that fretting seemed 
misplaced Sunday night. 
Back at his best, Djokov¬ 
ic became Wimbledon's 
champion for the fourth 
time, grabbing a lead right 
away against a weary 
Kevin Anderson in the final 
and holding offa late chal¬ 
lenge to win 6-2, 6-2, 7-6 (3). 
'There were several mo¬ 
ments where I was frustrat¬ 
ed and questioning wheth¬ 
er I can get back (to the) 
desired level or not. But 
that makes this whole jour¬ 
ney even more special for 
me,"Djokovic said. 

"It's easy to talk now and 
look back at it and be kind 
of grateful, but I really am 
grateful to go through this 
kind of, so to say, mixed 
emotions, turbulences as 
well, mentally, moments of 
doubt and disappointment 
and frustration, anger." 

It is DjokoVic's 13th major 
trophy, the fourth-highest 
total in the history of men's 
tennis, trailing only Roger 
Federer's20, Rafael Nadal's 
17 and his childhood idol 
Pete Sampras' 14. 

But it's also Djokovic's first 
since he completed a ca¬ 
reer Grand Slam at the 
2016 French Open. 

"It was a long journey," the 
31-year-old from Serbia 
said. "I couldn't pick a bet¬ 
ter place, to be honest, in 
the tennis world to peak 
and to make a comeback." 
A year ago at the All Eng¬ 
land Club, Djokovic quit 
during his quarterfinal be¬ 
cause of the elbow, then 
took the rest of 2017 off. 
After the operation in Feb¬ 
ruary, Djokovic's results 
were mediocre. He real¬ 
ized later he tried to come 
backtoo soon. 

"I really was impatient," he 


says now. 

In April, he reunited with 
Marian Vajda, the man 
who had coached Djokov¬ 
ic for years before Boris 
Becker and Andre Agassi 
did. 

"I always had doubt," Vaj¬ 
da said. "I was thinking re¬ 
ally negative." 

They built 'the new Novak," 
as Vajda explained it. 
Retooled his serve. Made 
adjustments to other 
strokes. 

Still, Djokovic was so dispir¬ 
ited by his upset loss at the 
French Open last month 
that he vowed, in the heat 
of the moment, to skip the 
grass-court circuit. 

Good thing he didn't stick 
to that. 

Because he fell out of the 
top 20 for the first time in 
more than a decade, the 
No. 21 Djokovic is the low¬ 
est-ranked Wimbledon titlist 
since Goran Ivanisevic in 
2001 . 

On Sunday, under a pale 
blue sky interrupted by only 
the occasional soft white 
puff of cloud, Djokovic 
looked far more like a guy 
who used to be No. 1. 


'The first two sets," said An¬ 
derson, who played col¬ 
lege tennis at the University 
of Illinois, "Novak beat up 
on me pretty bad." 
Anderson could be ex¬ 
cused for exhaustion. His 
semifinal was the second- 
longest Grand Slam match 
in history, lasting more than 
6 y 2 hours until he edged 
j ohn Isner 26-24 in the fifth 
set. And that followed an¬ 
other extended fifth set in 
his 13-11 upset of eig ht-time 
champion Federer in the 
quarterfinals. 

Anderson also blamed 
some nerves. 

This was, after all, the 
22nd Grand Slam final for 
Djokovic, and the second 
forAnderson, the runner-up 
at last year's U.S. Open and 
aiming to become the first 
South African man to win 
Wimbledon. 

He was so out of sorts, his 
strokes so off-the-ma rk, that 
Djokovic gathered eight 
of the first 10 games even 
though he only conjured 
up two winners No need 
for more, because Ander¬ 
son gifted him 15 unforced 
errors in that span. 


"I didn't really find my form 
the way I wanted to," said 
Anderson, whose right el¬ 
bow was massaged by a 
trainer after the first set. "Of 
course, my body didn't feel 
great." 

It was so lopsided for the 
first hour-plus that specta¬ 
tors began pulling forAn¬ 
derson, likely in the hopes 
of getting more tennis for 
their tickets, which carried 
a face value of 210 pounds 
(about $275). 

Somehow, Anderson raised 
his game late and nearly 
managed to extend the 
match, five times standing 
just a point away from forc¬ 
ing a fourth set. 

Djokovic held steady on 
each one, then was as su¬ 
perior in the tiebreaker as 
he was most of the after¬ 
noon. 

'You can definitely see the 
improvements he's made 
since coming back from in- 
jury,"Anderson said. 

By the end, Djokovic's new 
serve had saved all seven 
break points he faced. His 
groundstrokes were a big 
reason he only made 13 
unforced errors, while An¬ 


derson had 32. 

When Anderson pushed a 
forehand return into the net 
to end it, Djokovic exhaled. 
After they shook hands, 
Djokovic performed his 
personal ritual of bending 
down to grab a couple of 
blades of grass and plop¬ 
ping them in his mouth, sa¬ 
voring the triumph. 

He did the same after his 
Wimbledon titles in 2011, 
2014 and 2015. One key 
difference on this day was 
the presence of two spe¬ 
cial guests: The doctorwho 
performed the elbow sur¬ 
ge ry a nd Djo ko vie's 3-yea r- 
old son, Stefan, who was 
in the stands for the trophy 
presentation. 

Later, they met in a hall¬ 
way, and Djokovic knelt 
down to hug his child. 

"It feels amazing," Djokovic 
said, "because for the first 
time in my life, I have some¬ 
one screaming 'Daddy! 
Daddy!'" 

As much as Djokovic is 
known for his body-bend¬ 
ing defense and unerr¬ 
ing reads on opponents' 
serves, he's also someone 
who fills his matches with 
histrionics and exagger¬ 
ated reactions, whether 
violently smacking the side 
of his shoe with his racket— 
as he did against Nadal in 
their thrilling five-set semifi¬ 
nal that began Friday and 
ended Saturday — ortear- 
ing off his shirt to celebrate 
a victory. 

This day was no different. 
Angered by fans mak¬ 
ing noise during points, he 
told the chair umpire to 
tell them to shut up, throw¬ 
ing a colorful word into the 
demand. He pointed to 
his ear after winning one 
point, as if to say: 'Who are 
you cheering for now?!" 
He blew a kiss toward the 
sta nd s a fte r a nothe r. 

But when he broke Ander¬ 
son for the second time 
in three service games at 
the outset, Djokovic simply 
shook a clenched fist while 
calmly looking at his guest 
boxabove the scoreboard. 
The bright yellow digits on 
there showed that Djokovic 
already led 4-1 after all of 
18 minutes. 

Might as well have de¬ 
clared him the champion,

— Brandon Stone sank to 
his haunches, clasped his 
face and dropped his put¬ 
ter in despair after coming 
within inches of being the 
first playerto shoot a round 
of 59 on the European Tour. 
It wasn't all bad for the 
So uth Afric a n g o Ife r. 

Stone's 10-under 60 se¬ 
cured a four-shot victory 
at the Scottish Open on 
Sunday, earning him a third 
professional title of his ca¬ 
reer — the first outside his 
native country — and the 
bonus prize of a qualifying 
spot in next week's British 
Open just up the eastcoast 
atCamoustie. 

He left the Gullane links 
with a slight sense of regret, 
though. 

Stone's approach to the 
18th green skipped on 
and came to rest about 8 
feet from the hole. As he 
walked up to the green, he 
looked at a scoreboard for 
the first time all day, totted 
up the birdies — and ea¬ 
gle — that he'd made and 
then looked at his caddy, 
Teagan Moore. 


"He went. Yeah, we've got 
a shot at a 59,"'Stone said. 
He let his caddy read the 
line — 'This is completely 
up to you," Stone told him 
— and the putt looked like 
it was going to roll into the 
cup, only for it to curl just 
left. 

Stone slumped almost to his 


knees, put both hands to 
his face, then stared at the 
ball forsome time. 

"I tolled it over his mark," 
Stone said of his caddy, 
"but he did criticize my 
pace so he is probably 
right. Didn't hold its line, but 
we'll take it." 

That elusive sub-60 round in 


46 years of European Tour 
play will have to wait for 
anothertoumament. It was 
officially the 19th round of 
60 on the tour — 18 players 
have achieved the feat, 
with Darren Clarke doing 
so twice. 

There have officially been 
nine sub-60 rounds on the 


PGA Tour, with one of them 
being a 58 — by J im Furyk 
at the Travelers Champion¬ 
ship in 2016. 

For the No. 371-ranked 
Stone, it was a return to 
form after a disappointing 
season. He had missed the 
cut at nine of his previous 
16 events and recorded 
only two finishes inside the 
top 60 in 20 starts since Oc¬ 
tober. 

His previous wins both 
came in South Africa, at 
the BMW SA Open in 2016 
and Alfred Dunhill Champi¬ 
onship in 2017. 

'When that thing went 
home, the emotions came 
flooding," said the 25-year- 
old Stone, who described 
his golf this week as "monu¬ 
mental." 

"I had to really struggle to 
keep it in. It's been a long 
18-month journey making a 
few changes, but the swing 
felt incredible today, the 
putting even better and 
the mental state was flaw¬ 
less. 

"A day when you shoot 60 
and win the Scottish Open 
is something I'm going to 
hold dearto my heart fora 
very long time.'Q 


Racquiao wins SOtti c a leer fight with seventh-round knockout

(AP) — Manny Pacquiao 
won by knockout for the 
first time in nine years to 
claim the World Boxing As¬ 
sociation welterweight title, 
and made a proclamation. 
'This is it. I am back in box¬ 
ing," the 39-year-old Pac¬ 
quiao said after his sev¬ 
enth-round knockout of Lu- 


casMatthysse on Sunday. "I 
am not done. I'm still there." 
It was Pacquiao's first bout 
since a contentious loss last 
year to j eff Horn in Austra¬ 
lia, and since parting ways 
with longtime trainer Fred¬ 
die Roach to work with 
Buboy Fernandez. 

"It's just a matter of time. 
You have to rest and get it 
back and that's what I did." 


Pacquiao (60-7-2, 39 

KOs) knocked Matthysse 
down onto one knee in 
the third and fifth rounds 
He knocked the Argentine 
down again in the seventh, 
and Matthysse spat out 
his mouthpiece, causing 
a frenzy among Pacquiao 
fa ns in the stadium. 

"I am not boasting but ... 

I think he's hurting from 
my punches," said Pac¬ 
quiao, who hadn't won by 
knockout since 2009. "Ev¬ 
ery punch that I throw, he's 
hurt. I think he's scared of 
my punches." 

Matthysse, who won 36 out 
of 39 matches by knockout, 
said Pacquiao wasa "great 
fighter, a great legend," 
adding that he planned to 
take a break. 

Philippines President Rodri¬ 
go Duterte and Malaysian 
Prime MinisterMahathirMo- 
hamad attended the fight, 
the biggest in the coun¬ 
try since the 1975 heavy¬ 
weight clash between Mu¬ 


hammad Ali and Australian 
J oe Bugner. 

"I would like to congratulate 
Senator Manny Pacquiao 
for giving us pride and 
bringing the Filipino nation 
together once more," said 
Duterte, who flew to Ma¬ 
laysia for the bout ahead 
of a n offic ia I visit. 

Duterte said in a statement 
that Pacquiao has proven 
himself again as "one of 
the greatest boxers of all 
time" and that the win will 
cement his legacy in the 
sport. Scores of screaming 
Filipino fans in the stadium 
waved flags and chanted 
"Manny, Manny" through¬ 
out the match. Pacquiao's 
rise to fame from an impov¬ 
erished rural childhood to 
become one of the world's 
wealthiest sportsmen over 
his 23-year career has 
made him a national hero. 
Pacquaio said he will return 
to his work as a senator for 
now but won't be hanging 
up the gloves just yet. 


"I am addicted to boxing. 

I really love to fight and 
bring honorto my country," 
he said. 'That's my heart's 
desire." 

Horn, who lost his WBO wel¬ 
terweight title to Terence 
Crawford in Las Vegas last 
month, was quick to re¬ 
spond to Pacquiao's victo¬ 
ry. 'Congratulations Manny 
Pacquiao," Horn posted on 
Instag ram. "Rematch?" 

In the other title fights, Fili¬ 
pino Jhack Tepora had a 
knockoutwin overEdiva Ido 
Oretga of Mexico for the 
interim WBA featherweight 
title. Venezuela's Carios 
Canizales defended his 
WBA world light flyweight 
title against China's Lu Bin, 
who had been aiming to 
become the first boxer to 
win a major world title in 
just two careerfights. South 
African Moruti Mthalane 
got a unanimous decision 
against Pakistan's Muham¬ 
mad Waseem to capture

Richie Porte sat on the 
pavement grasping his 
right shoulder and grimac¬ 
ing in pain. A fan helped 
Chris Fnoome get going af¬ 
ter he tumbled onto grass 
lining the road. Roma in Bar- 
det recovered from three 
punctured tires. 

And they were only the 
highest-profile riders to 
face mishaps in the action- 
packed cobbiestoned 
Stage 9 of the Tour de 
France on Sunday. 

Every cyciist who reached 
the finish was covered in 
dust — many with their jer¬ 
seys tom to shreds from 
crashes. 

Spanish rider Gorka Iza- 
guirre had the unusual ex¬ 
perience of his rear wheel 
buckling to the point that 
it looked like something out 
of a scrap heap. 

John Degenkoib won a 
three-man sprint to take 
victory in a memorable 
stage, while overall con¬ 
tender Porte crashed out 
of the race. 

Yellow-jersey holder Greg 
Van Avemnaet crossed 
second and increased his 
overail lead to 43 seconds 
ahead of Geraint Thomas, 
a teammate of Froome's 
at Sky. Yves Lampaert of 
Quick-Step finished third. 

"It was a pretty hectic day," 
Van Avemnaet said after 
the dust settled. 

Added Thomas, "It was just 
hard all day from kilome¬ 
ter zero. You've got to be 
in the right position but you 
aiso need the luckbecause 
it's easy to puncture or get 
caught up in something." 
Froome, the four-time 
champion, crossed in the 
main pack, 27secondsbe- 
hind, overcoming a crash 
with 45 kilometers (28 miles) 
to go that saw him go over 
the top of teammate Gi¬ 
anni Moscon. 

"I'm relieved to get through 
today and looking forward 
to getting into the moun¬ 
tains now where the real 
race forGC (general clas¬ 
sification) wiil start," Froome 
said. 

Froome moved up to 
eighth overall, 1:42 behind 
Van Avemnaet, who is not a 
threat in the mountains. 
Porte, the BMC team 


ieader, crashed out of the 
Tour 10 kilometers into the 
156.5-kilometer (97-mile) 
leg — before any of the 15 
cobblestone sections. He 
was laterdiagnosed with a 
fractured right clavicle. 
Porte also crashed out of 
last year's Tour in the ninth 
stage, on a mountain de¬ 
scent. 

"It won't be easy for him 
to get back in his mind," 
teammate Van Aveimaet 
said. 'The good thing isthat 
his crash is not as bad as 
last year so he will recover 
faster." 

Rigoberto Uran, last year's 
runner-up, and Mikel Lan- 
da, one of three leaders 
of the Movistar team, also 
each crashed and lost 
time. 

Bardet, the French hope 
who finished on the podium 


the last two years, finished 
only seven seconds behind 
the main packdespite hav¬ 
ing to be paced back to 
the peloton three times. 
Among the favorites in the 
overall standings apart 
from Froome: Aiejandro 
Valverde is fifth (1:31 be¬ 
hind); Rafal Majka sixth 
(l:32);jakob Fugisang sev¬ 
enth (1:33); Adam Yates 
ninth (1:42); Landa 10th 
(1:42); Vincenzo Nibali 12th 
(1:48); Tom Dumoulin 15th 
(2:03); and Bardet 17th 
(2:32). 

It was the first career vic¬ 
tory at the Tour for Degen¬ 
koib, who ridesforthe Trek- 
Segafredo team. The Ger¬ 
man rider won the Paris- 
Roubaix single-day classic, 
which covers much of the 
same course, in 2015. 
Degenkolb was the victim 


of a serious training acci¬ 
dent in J anuary 2016 when 
a car drove into oncoming 
traffic. Then he crashed in 


Paris-Roubaix this year and 
injured his knee. 

'You start doubting if you 
can stiil do it," Degenkolb 
said. 'That is the hardest 
part to don't lose the trust 
in yourself and that you 
can still be up there. I am 
so happy that my wife and 
my family gave me the 
strength to do this to give 
it 100 percent and work 
hard. It is a mazing." 
Degenkolb became the 
third rider to win both Par- 
is-Roubaix and a cobbied 
stage at the Tourafter Rog¬ 
er De Viaeminck and Ber¬ 
nard Hinault. His average 
speed over the stage was 
45.9 kph overall and 39.8 
kph on the cobbles.

While it wasn't rainy and 
muddy like in April for the 
Pa ris-Roubaix race, the 
heat and sun made it dry 
and dusty.

Formula E, a global electric 
auto racing series, steers 
the way — toward the fu¬ 
ture of not only its sport but 
a Iso its ind ustry. 

'You don't realize if'Mahin- 
dra Racing team principal 
Dilbagh Gill said, "but the 
second carfromtodaythat 
you're going to buy isgoing 
to be an electric car." 
America is one of Formula 
E's biggest targets. So, for 
the second consecutive 
time since the series' incep¬ 
tion in 2014, Formula Etook 
on the Bteoklyn streets fora 
season-finale doublehead- 
erof its 12-race schedule. 
The track length is 2.373 ki¬ 
lometers with Lower Man¬ 
hattan in the backdrop as 
well asthe Statue of Liberty. 
Tec heeta h's J ea n-Eric 

Vergne became the fourth 
different driver to win the 
championship and Audi 
Sport ABT Schaeffler took 
home the overall team ti¬ 
tle. Confetti at the finish line 
marked the end of an era. 
In January, Formula E un¬ 
veiled its new Gen2 car 
for next season. The cur¬ 
rent cars have a maximum 
power of 200kW, limited to 
ISOkW during races, and 
they top out at 225 kph 
(140 mph). This model has 
been around since the se¬ 


ries started and requires a 
mid-race car change be¬ 
cause the battery runs out. 
The Gen2 car will run fast¬ 
er and longer. No more 
swaps Performance has 
basically been doubled 
in just four years without 
changing the battery's fun- 
da mental chemistry. 

"I don't know if you remem¬ 
ber before Formula E start¬ 
ed, there was this whole 
perception that lithium 
batteries were a little bit 


dangerous — they were 
prohibited on airplanes, 
they caught fire on mobile 
phones,"Panasonic J aguar 
Racing sporting manager 
Gary Ekerold said. "Since 
we've run Formula E ... ab¬ 
solutely fine. Batteries are 
proven to be safe." 

But they're still monitored. A 
dielectric — non-conduc¬ 
tor — fluid in the battery 
keeps it cool while the car 
runs. There's also a battery 
management system that 


constantly records data, 
monitoring temperature 
and voltage. 

When the car is charging, 
dry-ice blowers — Super 
Chillers — connect to the 
car and prevent overheat¬ 
ing. 

It takes less than an hourto 
recharge a drained bat¬ 
tery. 

"It's going to start reaching 
a stage where the time it 
takesto fill up yourgas— 4 
minutes and 40 seconds on 


average — is going to be 
the time it ta kes to c ha rg e 
your car," Gill said. 

Teams are given identi¬ 
cal batteries. The chas¬ 
sis, or bodies, of the cars 
are also the same. Where 
teamscan getcreative are 
places such asthe electric 
motor, inverter, powertrain 
and gearbox. Manufactur¬ 
ers get involved here. 
Everyday carnames occu¬ 
py pit lane. Audi and Jag¬ 
uar already have teams 
Nissan and BMW will next 
season. Mercedes-Benz 
and Porsche are joining for 
season six. 

'This is like a playground 
for them," Mahindra Rac¬ 
ing driver Feliz Rosenqvist 
said. 'When you get to the 
competitive side, you can 
always find new ways that 
maybe you wouldn't do on 
a normal car. You push the 
software and hardware." 
The steering wheel, which 
has a programmable 
screen, isalso fairgame. 
Things can get technical 
when the car gets broken 
down into specific parts 
and technology is thrown 
into the mix. But the basics 
remain: Energy is how far. 
Power is how fast. 

"It'sstill a racing car," Pana¬ 
sonic J aguar Racing driver 
Mitch Evans said. "It looks 
like a racing car. It drives 
like a racing car."

DEIROrr (AP) — It's been 
five years since DetrDit bot¬ 
tomed out after decades 
of decline, admitting in the 
largest U.S. municipal bank¬ 
ruptcy filing ever that the 
country's one-time indus¬ 
trial engine could no longer 
pay its bills. 

The turnaround since then 
has been romarkable, with 
major investments that 
have brought new jobs, the 
robirth of neighborhoods 
whose best days were half 
a century ago and the res¬ 
toration of street cleaning 
and lighting — services so 
basic yet important to a 
sense of community. It a Iso 
cost some people more 
than others 

Jean Estell, 65, worked 
aboutthree decadesin De¬ 
troit's recreation and public 
works departments before 
retiring in 2004. Like other 
retirees, she lost part of her 
pension and all of her retir¬ 
ee health coverage in the 
bankruptcy settlement with 
creditors, and she's worried 
about being left behind in 
this new Detroit. 

"I'm glad we're doing bet¬ 
ter. I want us to do better," 
Estell said of the city. "But 
it looks like somewhere or 
other they can find some 
money and give us our 
money back. At least some 
of it." 

Before the bankruptcy 
settlement, she received 
about $2,300 per month. 
Estell said she gets about 
$63 less per month from 
her pension and now has 
to pay for her own health 
care. Prescription co-pays 
that once were $3 now are 
$25 for some of the rough¬ 
ly eight medications she 
takes, and her doctor visits 
cost more, too. 

"I don't go as often as I 
should. You get sick and 
you suffer through it," she 
said. 

Given where Detroit stood 
five yearsago, thingscould 
be worse for the city's 
roughly 670,000 residents, 
including current and for¬ 
mer city workers affected 
by the settlement, said 
James McTevia, a turn¬ 
around expert and man¬ 
aging member of McTevia 
& Associates in suburban 


Detroit. 

"Before Detroit sought the 
protection of the courts to 
resolve its financial prob¬ 
lems, the citizens — who 
are the real people that 
count — were in a lot worse 
shape than they are now," 
he said. "Before the bank¬ 
ruptcy, the citizens were 
not getting the services 
they deserved. They were 
having trouble with water, 
sewer, garbage, feeling se¬ 
cure." 

Indeed, when state-ap¬ 
pointed emergency man¬ 
ager Kevyn Orr filed for 
Chapter 9 protection for 
Detroit on July 18, 2013, 
residential streets hadn't 
been swept in about three 
yearsand the city waswell 
on its way to tearing down 
thousands of homes aban¬ 
doned during the exodus 
of more than a million peo¬ 


ple that began in the 1950s. 
With its tax base decimat¬ 
ed, Detroit's faced $14 bil¬ 
lion in long-term debt and 
a $327 million budget defi¬ 
cit in 2013. City workers, 
including police and fire¬ 
fighters, had their pay cut. 
Employees were forced to 
take unpaid days off. 
Detroit emerged from 
bankruptcy in December 
2014, having restructured or 
wiped out $7 billion in debt. 
The city was forced to fol¬ 
low a strict spending plan 
and has been able to build 
cash surpluses while post¬ 
ing three consecutive years 
ofbalanced budgets. 
Weeks after Detroit was 
released from active state 
oversight, Moody's Inves¬ 
tors Service upgraded the 
city's credit rating this spring 
— the third upgrade in less 
than three years. 


"Since Detroit came out 
of bankruptcy, there have 
been billions of dollars 
spent in Detroit," McTevia 
said. "People that were 
once fearful in investing in 
the city just fell over them¬ 
selves to invest in Detroit. If 
you go to Detroit now, it's 
a different city than it was 
five years ago. It has a dif¬ 
ferent image and it is a vi¬ 
brant city." 

At Fred's Key Shop, a family- 
owned Midtown locksmith 
thathasbeen in businessfor 
more than 50 years, work¬ 
ers have seen the change. 
Fred'sisa few blocksfrom a 
year-old professional hock¬ 
ey and basketball arena 
and a planned commer¬ 
cial, residential and enter¬ 
tainment district. 

'We're busier than ever," 
said office manager Bryan 
Knoche. "More people are 


moving into Midtown and 
that means more busi¬ 
ness to be had. There also 
weren't fancy restaurants 
five yearsago. There'sdefi- 
nitely a lot of money com¬ 
ing into the area and peo¬ 
ple coming in from New 
York and LA." 

So far, such opportunities 
have eluded former De¬ 
troit business owner Steve 
Brown. 

Brown, 58, said he once 
had 15 employees and 
contracted with Detroit to 
help repair streets Now he 
works for his father's truck¬ 
ing company. 

The contract and the bulk 
of his work ended afterthe 
city entered bankruptcy. 
Brown said he considered 
switching over to demoli¬ 
tion work, but had trouble 
getting a loan to buy the 
equipment. 

"I didn't have enough funds 
to get started like I wanted 
to," he said. 

Some parts of the city, like 
downtown and the Mid- 
town cultural district, had 
been on the upswing be¬ 
fore the bankruptcy filing 
but many broken neighbor¬ 
hoods still suffered. Savings 
from the bankruptcy has 
allowed Detroit to spend 
more to improve quality 
of life. Street sweeping re¬ 
sumed last year, and De¬ 
troit has thousands of new 
street lights. Police and 
paramedics show up more 
quickly when 911 iscalled. 
Investors are building hun¬ 
dreds of apartments, con¬ 
dominiums and homes in 
and around the downtown 
area. The city, along with 
philanthropies and non¬ 
profits, is fixing up older 
homes 

There's still room for im¬ 
provement. 

Alice Holland, who lives in 
Brightmoor, said crews cut 
the high grass in vacant lots 
but don't clear enough of 
the illegally dumped trash 
from the neighborhood, 
which clogs drains and 
causes streets to flood dur¬ 
ing strong storms. 

'You'll see me ... taking my 
stick and cleaning out the 
drains," she said. "I like the 
city and what's going on. 
You can fix up downtown, 
but fix up the neighbor¬ 
hoods, too. '□

HARIPORD, Conn. (AP) — In 

a couple of weeks, collars 
on cats a cross the state will 
be falling off. 

But it's not some prank or 
devious experiment — it's 
one of the largest studies of 
its kind on bobcats 
The GPS collars were 
placed on 50 bobcats last 
fall as part of research by 
wildlife biologists at the 
state Department of En¬ 
ergy and Environmental 
Protection to track the 
movements of one of the 
Northeast's most ferocious 
predators 

The agency is asking for 
the public's help in find¬ 
ing the collars on and af¬ 
ter Aug. 1, when they are 
programmed to fall off. The 
goal is to find all the collars, 
recharge their batteries 
and place them back on 
another 50 bobcats in the 
faII to continue the study. 
The research is important 


for conservation efforts be¬ 
cause bobcats have more 
of a n effect on a nima I spe- 
cies than any other preda¬ 
tors in the region, con¬ 


suming mice, chipmunks, 
rabbits, squirrels, skunks, 
raccoons and even deer, 
said J ason Hawley, a DEEP 
wildlife biologist. The bob¬ 


cats a Iso eat small livestock 
such as chickens and, 
sometimes, small pets. 

"In Connecticut, they're 
probably our apex preda¬ 


tor," Hawley said. "It's pret¬ 
ty amazing actually. They 
don't get over 30 to 35 
pounds(14to 16 kilograms), 
and they can take down 
deer.The statusof ourbob- 
cat population in the state 
can tell usa lotaboutother 
animals." 

The study may end up 
showing a need to reduce 
the bobcat population to 
conserve other species, he 
said. Bobcats are found 
all over North America. In 
Connecticut, they nearly 
vanished because of a $5 
bounty offered by the state 
for decades and massive 
deforesting due to farm¬ 
ing. The population has 
rebounded after the state 
reclassified bobcatsaspro- 
tected furbearers in the 
early 1970sand eliminated 
hunting and trapping sea- 
sonsand forestsgrew back 
to cover about 60 percent 
of the state, up from 25 per¬ 
cent in 1825.Q

U.S. regulators Friday ap¬ 
proved the first treatment 
for smallpox — a deadly 
disease that was wiped 
outfourdecadesago — in 
case the virus is used in a 
te mo r attack. 

Smallpox, which is highly 
contagious, was eradicat¬ 
ed worldwide by 1980 after 
a huge vaccination cam¬ 
paign. 

But people bom since 
then haven't been vacci¬ 
nated, and small samples 
of the smallpox virus were 
saved for research purpos¬ 
es, leaving the possibility it 
could be used asa biologi¬ 
cal weapon. Maker SIGA 
Technologies of New York 
hasalready delivered 2 mil¬ 
lion treatments that will be 
stockpiled by the govern¬ 


ment, which partially paid 
for the development of the 
drug, called TPOXX. 

To test the drug's effective¬ 
ness, monkeys and rabbits 
were infected with a simi¬ 
lar virus and then given the 
drug. More than 90 percent 
survived, the company 
said. Its safety was tested 
in several hundred healthy 
volunteers, who were not 
infected with smallpox. 
Smallpox killed about 300 
million people worldwide 
in the 20th century before 
its eradication. Symptoms 
include fever, fatigue and 
pus-filled sores Until now, 
doctors could only provide 
supportive care such as IV 
fluids and fever remedies 
and isolate the patients. 
Vaccination can be used 
to prevent infection but it 
must be done within five 


days of exposure to the vi¬ 
rus, well before symptoms 
appear. 

'This new treatment affords 
us an additional option 
should smallpox ever be 
used asa bioweapon," Dr. 
Scott Gottlieb, head of the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, said in a statement. 
The drug is a capsule, tak¬ 
en twice daily for 14 days. 
9GA develops vaccines 
and medicines for biologi¬ 
cal, chemical, radiological 
and nuclear attacks. Chief 
Executive Phil Gomez said 
the company is develop¬ 
ing an IV version and is 
exploring selling the drug 
to other countries and de¬ 
veloping it to treat other in¬ 
fectious diseases, including 
monkeypox, which African 
monkeys can transmit to 
humans. □

Snatra Sr., the childhood 
sweetheart of Frank Sinatra 
who became the first of his 
four wives and the mother 
of his three children, has 
died. She was 101. 

Her daughter, Nancy Sina¬ 
tra J r., tweeted that her 
mother died Friday and a 
posting on her web page 
said she died at 6:02 p.m. 
but didn't indicate where 
she died. 

"She was a blessing and the 
light of my life," her daugh¬ 
ter said. 

Attempts to reach repre- 
sentativesforSinatra J r. late 
Friday were unsuccessful. 
Nancy and Frank Sinatra 
had been dating as teen¬ 
agers and married at Our 
Lady of Sorrows Catholic 
church in J ersey City, New 
J ersey, on Feb. 4, 1939, just 
as Frank's singing career 
wasaboutto take off.Three 
years before marrying the 
former Nancy Barbato, he 
had landed a 15-minute 


radio show on local station 
WAAT. 

During the marriage's early 
years, the Sinatras lived in a 
modest apartment in Jer¬ 
sey City, where their two 
eldest children were bom. 


For a time she was em¬ 
ployed as a secretary while 
her husband worked as a 
singing waiter. 

After Snatra became a 
pop-music sensation in the 
1940s, the couple moved 


to Ljos Angeles, where the 
singer would also become 
a movie star, raconteur, 
man about town and noto¬ 
rious womanizer. 

Nancy Sinatra left Frank 
after his affair with actress 
Ava Gardner became 
public knowledge. Weeks 
after the pair's divorce be¬ 
came final in 1951, Sinatra's 
ex-husband married Gard¬ 
ner, while Sinatra went on 
to raise the couple's three 
children: Nancy, Frank Jr. 
and Tina. 

After the gossip over the 
divorce and Gardner mar¬ 
riage died down, Nancy 
Sinatra devoted herself to 
family and numerous ce¬ 
lebrity friends, largely with¬ 
drawing from the spotlight. 
She not only outlived her 
husband, who died in 1998, 
but her son, who died in 
2016. 

She is credited, under the 
name Nancy Barbato, on 
the Internet Movie Data¬ 
base with just two TV and 
film appearances, in her 


daughter Nancy's 1975 
concert film, "Nancy and 
Lee in Las Vegas," and in 
1974 on her friend Dinah 
Shore'stalkshow. 

In lateryearsshe would be¬ 
come known as Nancy Sr., 
especially after daughter 
Nancy became a 1960s 
singing star in her own right 
with 'These BootsAre Made 
For Walking" and other hit 
songs. 

She also remained friendly 
with her ex-husband, the 
latter being said to have 
put in requests over the 
years for pasta and other 
Italian food dishes she was 
known to be an expert at 
preparing. She never re¬ 
married. 

'There is no bitterness, only 
great respect and affec¬ 
tion between Sinatra and 
his first wife," Gay Talese 
wrote in 1966, "and he has 
long been welcome in her 
home and has even been 
known to wander in at odd 
hours, stoke the fire, lie on 
the sofa, and fall asleep.'□

IDSANGEL£S(AP) — "Hotel 
Transylvania 3: SummerVa- 
cation" has checked into 
the No. 1 spot at the box 
office in its opening week¬ 
end and left the Dwayne 
J ohnson action thriller, 'Sky¬ 
scraper," in the dust. 

Sony Pictures estimated 
Sunday that the animated 
family movie earned $44.1 
million from North Ameri¬ 
can theaters. As the first 
in the franchise to open in 
the summer, it's just slightly 
under the previous install¬ 
ment's $48.5 million debut 
in September2015. 
Worldwide, "Hotel Tran¬ 
sylvania 3" has already 
earned more than $100 mil¬ 
lion. "It's really terrific," said 
Adrian Smith, Sony's head 
of domestic distribution. 
'We're positioned to take 
advantage ofthe valuable 
summer weekdays and 
there ate six weeks of sum¬ 
mer left." 

The successful series has 
grossed over $900 million 
worldwide to date. 

Going into the weekend, 
experts expected a three- 
way race to the top be¬ 
tween "Hotel Transylvania 


3," "Skyscraper^' and "Ant- 
Man and the Wasp," but 
the family film won by a 
large margin. 

'There haven't been a lot 
of options for families this 
summer," said comScore 
senior media analyst Paul 
Dergarabedian. 'They be¬ 
come instant hits." John¬ 
son's "Skyscraper," a rare 
original summer blockbust¬ 
er, remained earthbound 
in its first weekend in North 


America. The Universal 
Pictures film brought in 
only $25.5 million domesti¬ 
cally. "Skyscraper" cost a 
reported $125 million to 
produce, not accounting 
for marketing costs. John¬ 
son has been a consistent 
presence in movie theaters 
this year with both '] uman- 
ji: Welcome to the J ungle" 
and "Rampage" prior to 
'Skyscraper." Both previ¬ 


ous films opened in the $35 
million range, and while 
'] umanji" went on to be a 
worldwide box office jug¬ 
gernaut, "Rampage" pe¬ 
tered out domestically just 
under $100 million. As with 
"Rampage," however, the 
studio is expecting the ma¬ 
jority of 'Skyscraper" profits 
to come from international 
audiences. "'Skyscraper' 
is really engineered for a 


global release and it got 
a terrific start," said Jim 
Orr, Universal's president of 
domestic distribution. 'We 
have great faith in a more 
than terrific run at the do¬ 
mestic box office going for¬ 
ward." Internationally, "Sky¬ 
scraper" grossed $40.4 mil¬ 
lion from 57 territories for a 
global total of $65.9 million. 
Second place went to 
Disney and Marvel's "Ant- 
Man and the Wasp,"which 
brought in an additional 
$28.8 million in its second 
weekend, down 62 per¬ 
cent from last week. It's 
one ofthe steeper second 
weekfallsin the Marvel Cin¬ 
ematic Universe. The first 
"Ant-Man"fell 53 percent. 
"Incredibles 2" took fourth 
place with $16.2 million and 
'J urassic Worid: Fallen King¬ 
dom" rounded out the top 
five with $15.5 million. 

A handful of smaller releas¬ 
es made notable splashes 
this weekend including 
Annapurna's buzzy dysto¬ 
pian satire "Sorry to Bother 
You," which opened in lim¬ 
ited release last week and 
added 789 locations this 
weekend.Q

'Caged" (Minotaur Books), 
by Ellison Cooper 
The FBI's hunt for a serial kill¬ 
er fuels Ellison Cooper's in¬ 
tense debut that introduc¬ 
es FBI special agent and 


neuroscientist Sayer Altaic 
Cooper's relentless ener¬ 
getic storytelling elevates 
"Caged" beyond the typi¬ 
cal serial killer novel as 
the author weaves in real 
science to create some 
unique twists. Cooper also 
wisely avoids the overly 
gruesome details that mar 
many serial-killer novels as 
she makes her story more 
about people and their 
personalities. 

The prickly Sayer makes 
a fine heroine for this new 
series. Sayer usually is the 
smartest person in the 
room, with a complicated 
background thataddstex- 
ture to the story. Her career 
takes priority as she grap¬ 
ples with the pain of losing 
loved ones, leaving her in¬ 
credibly lonely. Her spur- 
of-the-moment decision 
to take home a little dog 
found at a crime scene is a 


start to caring a bout others 
once more. 

Sayerwould ratherbe con¬ 
tinuing her research into 
the brain patterns of mur¬ 
derers, but her supervisor, 
FBI Assistant Director Jan¬ 
ice Holt, forces her to put 
that work on hold to take 
charge of a high-profile 
investigation. The body of 
ambitious Sen. ChariesVan 
Hurst's daughter, Gwendo¬ 
lyn, who disappeared a 
year ago, has been found 
locked in a cage in a Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., house. The 
senator, a potential presi¬ 
dential candidate, tries to 
hijack the investigation, 
holding press conferences 
and naming suspects who 
are merely witnesses. Sayer 
doesn't have time to play 
politics or soothe egos as 
she learns another young 
woman may be held in a 
different location.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Televi¬ 
sion executives and many 
viewers love the idea of re¬ 
viving seriesand ideasfrom 
the past. Emmy voters? Not 
so much. 

"Rosea nne" quickly be¬ 
came television's top-rated 
comedy upon itstatum, un¬ 
til ABC pulled the plug fol¬ 
lowing star Rosea nne Barr's 
racist tweet. The series was 
not among the eight com¬ 
edies nominated for an 
Emmy on Thursday, howev¬ 
er. Laurie Metcalf earned 
a supporting actress nod, 
butBarrand Connerfamily 
patriarch John Goodman 
were ignored. 

Smilariy, NBC's "Will & 
Grace" reboot didn't earn 
a comedy nomination de¬ 
spite solid reviews. Of the 
fourmain stars, only Megan 
Mullally has the chance to 
bring home some hardware 
from the September show. 
Sean Hayes' absence was 
a particular surprise. 


Popularity doesn't indicate 
much with the television 
academy, anyway. 'Young 
Sheldon," a spinoff of CBS' 
popular'The Big Bang The¬ 
ory," got no Emmy love, 
either. 'The Walking Dead" 


got little respect from the 
Emmys when it was a sen¬ 
sation; still popular but fad¬ 
ing, the show still isn't rec¬ 
ognized. 

Being a returning series — 
as opposed to something 


shiny, new or streaming 
— seemed to hurt 'Twin 
Peaks." The Showtime re¬ 
boot won't compete in the 
limited series category. Ac¬ 
tor Kyle MacLjachlan simi¬ 
larly did noteam an actor's 


nomination. 

'Game ofThrones"and 'The 
Handmaid's Tale" were no 
surprises with big nomina¬ 
tion hauls in the drama cat¬ 
egories. Although 'Game 
of Thrones" actors Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau, Peter Din- 
klage and Ljena Headey 
will compete forsupporting 
actor trophies, the Emmys 
stubbornly refuse to con- 
siderthe show'sstansforthe 
top acting trophies, prob¬ 
ably because it's in the fan¬ 
tasy realm, said Tom O'Neil, 
editorofthe awardshandi- 
capping web site Gold 
Derby. 

"For the lead roles, they 
want pretension and 
'Game of Thrones' doesn't 
deliverthat,"0'Neilsaid. 

In the major categories, 
both HBO's hitman com¬ 
edy "Barry" and the dra¬ 
ma 'Westworid" overper¬ 
formed in terms of expect¬ 
ed nominations, setting up 
some spirited competition, 
O'Neil said. □

Johansson on Friday with- In a statement to Out.com 
drew from the film "Rub & on Friday, Johansson said 


she's pulling out from the 
project "in light of recent 
ethical questions raised sur¬ 
rounding my casting." Ljast 
week, Johansson said she 
would star as Pittsburgh 
1970s and '80s prostitution 
ring leader Dante 'Tex" Gill, 
who wasbom Ljoisj ean Gill 
but identified as a man. 
When transgender actors 
and advocatesquestioned 
the casting, Johansson 
initially responded with a 
statement that criticism 
"can be directed to J effrey 
Tambor,J ared Ljeto and Fe- 
lic ity Huffman's reps." All are 
cisgender actors who won 
acclaim for playing trans¬ 
gender characters. 

'Gur cultural understand¬ 
ing of tiansgender people 
continuesto advance, and 
I've learned a lot from the 
community since making 
my first statement about 
my casting and realize it 
was insensitive," said Jo¬ 
hansson, who added that 
she had "great admiration 
and love forthe tra ns com¬ 
munity." 

'While I would have loved 
the opportunity to bring 
Dante's story and transition 


to life, I understand why 
many feel he should be 
portrayed by a transgen- 
derperson,and lamthank- 
fulthatthiscasting debate, 
albeit controversial, has 
sparked a larger conver¬ 
sation about diversity and 
representation in film," the 
actressadded. 

J oha nsson previously came 
under fire for playing an 
originally Asian character 
in the 2017 film 'Ghost in 
the Shell." That film's direc¬ 
tor, Rupert Sanders, was set 
to also helm "Rub &Tug." 

It's not clear if the film, 
which J ohansson was also 
producing, will go forward. 
A representative for Jo¬ 
hansson didn't respond to 
an email Friday. A spokes¬ 
man for New Regency, 
which was set to produce 
"Rub & Tug," said it's uncer¬ 
tain what will happen with 
the film. 

Some critics have argued 
that tra ns roles should be 
played by transactors. Last 
week, numerous trans ac¬ 
tors responded to Johans¬ 
son's casting as another 
sign of a lack of opportu¬ 
nity fortransactors. 


"Actors who are trans nev¬ 
er even get to audition for 
anything other than roles 
of trans characters," J amie 
Clayton, a transgenderac- 
tress who stars in Netflix's 
"Senses." "That's the real is¬ 
sue. We can't even get in 
the room." 

Jen Richards, trans activist 
and creator of the web se¬ 
ries "Her Story," praised J o- 
ha nsson for step ping down. 
"If you're tired of hearing 
about it, you can't imagine 
how tired trans actors are 
of talking about it," Rich¬ 
ards said on Twitter. 'We 
just want to work. And with 
more trans and nonbinary 
people, of all kinds, partici¬ 
pating, the work will be a 
better and richer represen¬ 
tation of our world. This is a 
win." 

GLAAD, formerly known as 
the Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, said in 
a statement: "Scarlett Jo¬ 
hansson's announcement, 
tog ether with the transgen¬ 
der voices who spoke out 
about this film, are game 
changers for the future 
of transgender images in 
Hollywood.'Q 
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'It keeps us safe': An NYC bathroom set up to stem oveidoses

NEW YORK (AP) — At an 

unassuming storefront on a 
busy Brooklyn street, peo¬ 
ple sign up to use a bath¬ 
room outfitted to try to curb 
on overdose crisis. 

Waiting his turn, a man 
named Robert is frank 
about why he's there, in¬ 
stead of one of the stair¬ 
wells, parks, rooftops or 
porches where he has used 
heroin in the past. 

"It keeps us safe. It keeps us 
from getting arrested. You 
feel secure here," says Rob¬ 
ert, who discussed his drug 
use on condition that his 
last name not be used be¬ 
cause he fears arrest and 
damage to family relation¬ 
ships. "You know that some¬ 
one's paying attention if 
you fall out in there. ... You 
know they're not going to 
let nothing happen to you." 
As communities debate 
trying to stem overdose 
deaths by allowing safe 
havens for people to take 
heroin and other narcotics, 
places like this needle ex¬ 
change program are qui¬ 
etly providing a model of 
sorts: bathrooms monitored 
by intercom, so someone 
can intervene to stop an 
overdose. 

Officially, they aren't the 
more full-fledged and con¬ 
troversial facilities — often 
called safe injection sites 
— that cities including New 
York, Philadelphia, San 
Francisco and Seattle are 
seeking to open and that 
already operate overseas. 
At the same time, some 
counties and cities have 
pre-emptively banned in¬ 
jection sites, and federal 


officials have said they're 
illegal. 

While the discussion plays 
out, Robert and about a 
dozen other people turned 
up on a recent afternoon 
to use the bathroom off the 
green-and-orange drop-in 
room at VOCAL-NY, where 
work includes needle ex¬ 
change, support groups 
and advocacy campaigns. 
A sign on the bathroom 
allows 10 minutes 'to take 
care of business." But ev¬ 
ery three minutes, a staffer 
checks in by intercom. If 
there's no response, the 
staffer will release the door 
lock and come in, ready to 
administer anti-overdose 
medication. In eight years, 
a few people have over¬ 
dosed but all have been 
rescued, VOCAL says. 


If not official, the restroom 
isn't exactly underground, 
either. State Health De¬ 
partment policies suggest 
that needle exchange 
programs bathrooms have 
such safeguards. 

'This bathroom is literally a 
response to hundreds of 
overdose deaths in bath¬ 
rooms and streets across 
the city," Jeremy Saunders, 
VOCAL'S co-executive di¬ 
rector. "You can say we're 
enabling people, but what 
we would say is: At what 
point do you want us to 
stop caring?" 

Opioid drugs — including 
pain pills, heroin and the 
heavy-duty painkiller fen- 
tanyl — have spawned the 
deadliest epidemic of drug 
overdoses in U.S. history. It 
has killed over 47,000 peo¬ 
ple nationwide in the 12 
months that ended in No¬ 
vember, the most recent 
federal data. 

About 100 supervised injec¬ 
tion sites have opened in 
Canada, Australia and Eu¬ 
rope over the past 30 years. 
At least one has been op¬ 
erating under the radar 
somewhere in the U.S. since 
2014, according to a re¬ 
search paper. 

The mayor of the college 
town of Ithaca, New York, 
proposed a supervised in¬ 
jection space in 2016. Now 
New York is seeking state 
and community approval 
for a one-year test of four 


"overdose prevention cen¬ 
ters" at privately run sy¬ 
ringe-exchange programs, 
and Philadelphia is looking 
for organizations interested 
in running or funding injec¬ 
tion sites. 

San Francisco initially 
hoped to open two sites 
this summer or fa II but now 
isn't setting a timeframe 
while working through le¬ 
gal issues. Seattle has bud¬ 
geted $1.3 million this year 
to work toward launching a 
site, while opponents have 
been trying for a public 
vote on banning it. 

A typical site would go well 
beyond VOCAL'S bath¬ 
room, offering a space 
with tables or booths set up 
with sterile syringes, alcohol 
swabs and other accoutre¬ 
ments. 


As people injected them¬ 
selves, staffers would watch 
for trouble signs and jump 
in with overdose-reversing 
drugs if needed. Workers 
would look for opportuni¬ 
ties to discuss treatment, 
and advocates argue the 
caring-but-not-coercive 
approach helps people 
make changes. But the 
main goal is simply survival. 
"You can't detox if you're 
dead. You can't treat 
someone if they're dead," 
says Kassandra Frederique, 
New York state director of 
the Drug Policy Alliance, 
which advocates for less 
restrictive drug laws. 

There has never been a re¬ 
ported overdose death at 
a supervised injection site, 
according to studies that 
say the facilities also reduce 
HIV infections and 911 calls 
for overdoses, among oth¬ 
er problems. Researchers 
estimated New York's City's 
proposal could prevent 130 
deaths and save $7 million 
in health care expenses 
per year. "The evidence is 
absolutely clear that (the 
concept) has these great 
benefits," says injection- 
site researcher Alex Krai, a 
researcher at the RTI Inter¬ 
national research institute. 
"Once people understand 
it, I have a hard time un¬ 
derstanding how anyone 
could be against it." 

Tell that to Snohomish 
County Councilman Nate 
Nehring, who recently 
spearheaded a safe injec¬ 
tion site ban in his county 
north of Seattle; they're also 
prohibited in some Sno¬ 
homish cities and Pierce 
County , south of Seattle.G
